The year having ended, the 
period of suspension of the city 
closing by-law has expired, and 
business places are again required 
to close during either Wednesday 
or Saturday afternoon each week 
and at certain hours in the even- 
ing. The mayor has been read- 
ing the merchants of the city a 
lecture on their duty to obey the 


law, and promising them prosecu- 
tion to the limit if they do not 
conform, impelled thereto per- 
haps by the action of the store- 
keepers in keeping their shops 
open on ‘the two evenings pre- 
vious to Christmas in defiance of 
by-law and city council, His Wor- 
ship calls upon the merchants to 
set an exxample to the rest of the

community in respect for law, and | 


says that merey will not season 
justice in the case of future of- 
fences as it did in the cases of 
those who accommodated Santa 
Claus in violation of the civic 
statute,- It-is to be assumed that 
the decision has been taken de- 
liberately, and that the machinery 
of the courts will be employed if 
necessary to prevent business 
houses keeping their doors open 
six full working days per week. 
If past experience counts for any- 
thing 'the prospect is that the po- 
lice will be busy if the end is to 
be gained.

If the by-law is de- 
clared to be valid, what is the po- 
sition of the itv in respect to the 
aerchants who have observed it, 
when the city has not enforeed the 
by-law against those who refused 
to obey? Rushing to the courts

an epidemie of law suits, Perhaps
